We extend to you a cordial welcome to the 155th Semi- 
Annual Conclave of this Grand Commandery. We meet for

who 161 years ago, May 6, 1805 was instrumental in forming 
our jurisdiction, the only dual jurisdiction of Templary in 
these United States. It was only last Sunday that a Memorial 
Service was held at the graveside of Thomas Smith Webb 
with all Grand Encampment officers present save one. This 
ceremony was in memory of Thomas Smith Webb and also 
to commemorate the 150th Anniversary of the founding of 
the Grand Encampment in which Webb played a major role. 


Secondly, let us review in some small measure a part of 
the activity of the year. With the thought in mind that al- 
though the summer months are upon us, there still remains 
much we can do to keep such momentum as we have gained 
over the past eight months moving forward. By so doing our 


efforts will assure our incoming Grand Commander a year of 
success and progress, 


We began our year with a three point program: 
1. To Improve the image of the Knight Templar. 
2. To increase membership. 
3. To secure Life Sponsors for our Knights Templar 
Eye Foundation 


a We believe our incoming Grand Commander will give 
i Program his whole hearted support and will continue 
ese basic principles augmented perhaps by ideas of his own. 


The improvement of the image of the Knight Templar is 
the most important Part of our program. It was because of 
the reverence and respect with which our Ancient Compan- 
ions were held that they were the most admired body of men 
in existence. Thus, there is never a time that we should fail 
to remember our vows to the end that we impress upon those 
with whom we associate each day the fact that as Knights 
Templar we embody the Christian virtues. This accomp- 
lished, our Order “will forever flourish.” 


Factual information on the results of our membership 
endeavor is not available at this time, It is fair to say that we 
cannot be proud of our record in this area, As of the end of 
May there showed an improvement of approximately 20% 
more knighted than a year ago. This is by no means sufficient 
to compensate for the losses that will be suffered from deaths, 
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demits and suspensions. The answer will only be known after 
the returns of the year have been tabulated. Thus, it becomes 
obligatory that we spare no efforts to sign up our friends 
from the Symbolic Lodge and the Chapter during the summer 
months. There is nothing more comforting to a Commander 
than to start his year with a large class of candidates. 


In passing let us inform you that due to the success of 
the two York Rite Festivals sponsored this year that plans 
are underway for four next year, three in Massachusetts 
(Brockton, Springfield and Melrose) and one in Rhode Is- 
land. The first of these has been finalized. It will be held in 
the Masonic Temple in Brockton with the Chapter and Coun- 
cil degrees on January 28, 1967. Now is none too soon to 
publicize and begin work on this first York Rite Festival. 


Our Knights Templar Eye Foundation is perhaps aut 
most important Masonic activity.

It is my firm belief that our lack of success is due to our 
lack of effort. For some reason our several Commanders and 
the Sir Knights are failing to take advantage of the oppor- 
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tunity offered. We have some 85,000 plus Symbolic Lodge 
Masons who have not progressed beyond that point. Surely 
this is a salesman’s paradise. Did you ever stop to think that 
while we are bewailing our losses others are showing net 
gains of no small figure? 


Again, I say our success is in proportion to the effort we 
expend and there is no reason why we should not show a gain 
in membership each year if we will but work at it. 


VISITATIONS 


It was my good fortune to be able to represent your Grand 
Commandery on 119 occasions this year. I attended 41 In- 
spections of our 50 Commanderies. No thought was given to 
set any attendance record but rather to let the Officers and 
Sir Knights of each Constituent Commandery know that the 
Grand Commandery took an interest in them and in their 
problems.

I was very much interested in th 
Commander and I congratulate you, RE eas an ies 
fine report. I notice the usual comment about cee ae. 
However, it would seem to me if my recollection ig ond 
that there was some slight improvement, a drop in the tetas 
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shall we say, in comparison with other years so things may 
be improving. 


We do have some losses, of course, in Grand Lodge. I 
must say, however, that we are not particularly disturbed 
about them. They are rather small and when you consider 
that twenty-five years ago we had World War II and fifty 
years ago we were in the middle of World War I, after each of 
which we received a very large influx of members, why it is 
to be expected that sometime membership is going to drop 
off some. So I think that perhaps the Grand Commandery 
and the Grand Lodge are not doing too badly. 


We do not, of course, seek membership in our Grand 
Lodge. Now it is my opinion, although I know and many of 
you know that I have been in the past connected with mem- 
bership campaigns of one sort or another in the Appendant 
Bodies, I still feel that with all that experience that seeking 
membership is seeking numbers and increasing the dues per- 
haps but it does not increase the attendance and attendance 
is something we are all concerned with. 


I have spoken several times this year about the need for 
unity in Masonry, something that will help us all if we can get 
together. I have spoken of Masonry and the Appendant 
Bodies being in the form of a huge tree with the trunk and 
the main branches representing our Lodges and the other 
branches and leaves representing the Appendant Bodies. In 
all the small branches and the leaves to show their beauty 
there must be strength in the trunk and main branches. For 
that reason I have invited members of the Appendant Bodies 
when I have the occasion to visit their Blue Lodges to bring 
the strength back to the trunk and main branches so that the 
whole tree may grow. 

LT recollect the story that I heard concerning Horace Gree- 
ley, the eminent publisher of the New York Tribune, who 
spoke once of a letter he received from a lady in a certain 
church. She was very much disturbed about the lack of at- 
tendance in the church. She wrote to Horace Greeley saying 
that they had tried box socials, entertainment, picnics, con- 
certs, everything that they could think of to try to improve 
the attendance at their church, and she ended up by saying, 
“Nothing seems to have improved and can you offer a sug- 
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gestion?” The great editor of the paper replied to her, “Have 
you tried religion?” 


Now, Brethren, in my paraphrase for that I do not intend 
to substitute Masonry for religion but we might paraphrase 
for a moment and think what we are doing with our Masonry. 
I think it is something we can all work on, each and every 
one of us. We can return to our Blue Lodges and meet with 
the Master of the Blue Lodge and the District Deputy and 
greet him when he is there on his official visitation. Actually, 
isn’t that what some of us have been doing? We go but we 
have an interest for gaining members for our particular 
organization.

REPORT OF THE MEMBERSHIP COMMITTEE 


To the Officers and Members of this Grand Commandery, 
K.T. of Massachusetts and Rhode Island: 


The results of our 1966 membership campaign were some- 
what less than had been hoped for, as we sustained a loss in 
membership for the sixth consecutive year. Although we 
knighted 101 more candidates than last year, our losses 
totaled 191 members. During the past six years, our net 
losses amounted to 994 members. Unless we do much better 
next year, our membership will drop below 14,000. 
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We attained slightly over 67% of our petition quota of 
850. The overall prognosis is not encouraging if we continue 
at the present pace. There is only one answer to this problem 
and that is that each member in every Commandery must 
devote much more effort to securing candidates. 


Of 571 petitions recorded, there were 511 knightings. 
Petitions that do not result in adding a new member to the 
rolls are meaningless and the number carried over does not 
account for the wide discrepancy between these figures. It is 
suggested that some part, if not all, of the initiation fee be 
required to be paid when a petition is accepted; otherwise 
our petition-quota means little. 


An organizational meeting was held in November at the 
Grand Commandery offices, at which time an evaluation was 
made to determine the direction of our efforts. Approxi- 
mately 2000 petitions were circulated to Sir Knights through 
the Recorders of eight Commanderies in an effort to en- 
courage the membership to join in an expanded effort. The 
results of this effort were not conclusive but on the whole did 
not elicit the kind of response needed. 


It is believed that an active, aggressive membership 
committee within each Commandery is essential and this 
should be the immediate concern of every newly installed 
Commander. Too, each Commander was encouraged to ap- 
point liaison officers to the Blue Lodges and Chapters within 
his jurisdiction and some success was attained in this area.

It is believed that our greatest weakness as demonstrated 
during the past year is the Serious lag in petition activity 
from June through September. If we are to materially in- 
crease our membership, the summer months must be used 
to better advantage, in order that there may be many more 
candidates ready to take the Degrees at the beginning of the 
Commandery year. 


A serious effort was made by Grand Commandery in 
conjunction with Grand Chapter, to make passage through 
the York Rite Degrees speedier when this is essential. Two 
such York Rite days were held during the past year and 
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should have met the often repeated complaint of lack of 
competitiveness with our sister rite. 

Some effort was also made to stimulate a competitive 
spirit among the the constituent bodies and the various Di- 
visions. A healthy rivalry is a good thing in any campaign 
and ways must be found to encourage competition for the 
purpose of reaching our goals.

We must, therefore, translate that concern into greater 
activity for the needs for membership growth; and the de- 


gree of our success rests in the hands of each of us.

Twenty Commanderies had net gains in membership 
totaling 119 members, twenty-eight Commanderies had net 
losses totaling 310 members and two Commanderies re- 
mained unchanged.

Springfield Commandery and Sir Galahad Commandery 
remained unchanged. 


On the net loss side Boston Commandery was first with 
a loss of 29 members followed by Calvary and Gethsemane 
Commanderies with a loss of 25 members each, Haverhill 
Commandery with a loss of 23 members and Palestine Com- 
mandery with a loss of 20 members. 


Deaths, Demits and Suspensions 


Deaths have consistently taken a heavy toll of our mem- 
bership, totaling 425 this year. Several Commanderies, nota- 
bly St. John’s, DeMolay, Pilgrim, Olivet and Quincy could 
have shown gains rather than losses except for this factor. 


Demits have again proven a most serious problem, total- 
ing 163 for the year. Together with 138 suspensions, they 
have nullified our efforts to finish on the plus side of the 
ledger. Only eleven Commanderies accounted for 100 demits, 
four of them having over 10 each. 
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Though it is not suggested that the prerogatives of in- 
dividual Commanders be abrogated in any way, it is sug- 
gested that Grand Commandery take a strong position in 
relation to this problem and possibly initiate a waiting per- 
iod during which its own investigation could be conducted. 
There being many reasons for demits, it is possible that some 
might be persuaded to affiliate with another Commandery. 


Suspensions are no less a serious concern and their pro- 
portion to our losses places a heavy responsibility on all Re- 
corders and Commanders to maintain a constant review of 
the status of their membership. 


The early reversal of these two loss factors is absolutely 
essential if our direction toward membership gains is to be 
achieved. 


Affiliations and Reinstatements 


Affiliations were consistent with the totals for the past 
four years. Reinstatements showed a small gain over the past 
several years and it is believed that much more should be 
done to increase this number. 


The results for 1966 were gratifying only in that there 
was an increase of 88 petitions over 1965 with Knightings 
exceeding the preceding year by 101. However, we fell far 
short of our goal of 850 petitions as we recorded only 571 for 
the year, or 67.1765% of quota. 


Sixteen Commanderies reached or exceeded their quota 
of petitions, a gain of 5 over last year, or 32%. 


Northampton Commandery was first in quota attainment 
with 233.33%. Athol Commandery was second with 200% 
and Bristol Commandery was third with 168.75%. Coeur de 
Lion Commandery with 139.13 % of quota has nine successive 
years of quota attainment and this establishes a new record. 


DeMolay with 88% of quota still had the largest number 
of petitions recorded, a total of 44. Coeur de Lion was in sec- 
ond place with 32 and Boston Commandery was third with 31 
petitions. 


The assistance of the late Grand Recorder, Rt. Em. Sir 
George A. Weeks and that of the Acting Grand Recorder, Rt. 
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Em. Sir G. Burton Long, in my first year as Director is 
greatly appreciated.

These Sir Knights were selected for their past perform- 


ance as Commanders of their respective Commanderies, their 
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initiative and their willingness to tackle any task asked of 
them. 


At a reception of the R.E.G. Burton Long on October 30, 
1965, I had the honor of presenting him with 57 Life Sponsor 
Certificates, 8 Patron Certificates and 1 Associate Patron 
Certificate. This was to show the Grand Commander the Sir 
Knights of this jurisdiction were supporting him in his quest 
for more Life Sponsors and Patrons. At this time one Com- 
mandery had 50% of its members as Life Sponsors and one 
Commandery attained 10% of its membership as Life 
Sponsors. 


The first meeting of the K.T.E.F., Inc. Promotional Com- 
mittee was called on Sunday, December 12, 1965, at 1:45 
P.M. at Motel 128, Dedham, Massachusetts. The R.E. Grand 
Commander G. Burton Long stated that this meeting was 
called to outline a program to comply with the request of Sir 
Knight Wilber M. Brucker, the Most Eminent Grand Master 
of the Grand Encampment of Knights Templar of the United 
States of America, that each constituent Commandery set a 
goal of enrolling at least 10% of its membership, as of June 
30, 1965, as Life Sponsors of the K.T.E.F., Inc., and that each 
Commandery pay $100 for a Patron Certificate. 


The R.E. stated, also, that the Grand Commandery had 
placed an order for the purchase of a16 mm color and sound 
film, showing a cataract operation on the human eye. 


Em. Sir Chester E. Oldmixon gave a complete report of 
the number of Life Sponsors of each Commandery as of Oc- 
tober 30, 1965, and distributed kits, containing applications 
brochures and applications for wills and bequests. , 


; The work of this committee was beginning to come to 
light. On January 1, 1966, this jurisdiction had 258 Life 
Sponsors and 22 Patrons. However, our chart was not climb- 
ing at the rate we had anticipated. In this year of the 150th 
Anniversary of the Grand Encampment of Knights Templar 
of the United States of America, I formed the “150 CLUB”. 
To join this club, there are no initiation fees, no ritual to 
learn, no meetings to attend and no catered suppers—just 
$1.50 per week for 20 weeks, at which time a member will 
receive his Life Sponsor Certificate. Flyers were printed and

sent to every Commander and Recorder in this jurisdiction. 
A copy of this flyer will accompany this report. The first 
response to this flyer was from an elderly Sir Knight, who 
sent a check for $30, stating at his age he could not plan 20 
weeks in advance. This response alone made the effort and 
time put in on this flyer worthwhile. 


The K.T.E.F., Inc. film purchased by the Grand Command- 
ery was used only four times by our Commanderies and once 
by the Lions’ Club. It is hard to believe that such a fine in- 
strument for our campaign has not been used more often. In 
the May issue of “The Templar, (official publication of the 
Grand Commandery of Knights Templar, Inc. of Massachu- 
setts and Rhode Island) I offered to take this film and pro- 
jector to any Commandery desiring it. The only expense to 
the Commandery was to have a sizeable audience and space 
to contain them. One Commandery took advantage of this 
offer. The trip proved rewarding to the Commandery, to me 
and to the K.T.E.F., Inc.

many years to continue your work and to enjoy this honor. 


; E. SIR CHESTER PARSONS: Thank you, R.E. Sir, it 
is a great surprise to me to be conducted here and receive 
this. I do the work because I like it. I like Templary and I 
like working with the people connected with the Command- 
eries. Thank you very much. 


THE GRAND COMMANDER: I think that brings us up 
to the point where we have the amendments to the Grand 
Constitution to be read and voted upon. I will ask the Acting 
Grand Recorder to read the proposed amendments. 


E. SIR CARL R. MITCHELL: (Reading)

GRAND COMMANDER: You will now vote 
ment to Article XII, Section 2, in which the eal rate .

bers with the power to vote. All those in favor of approving 
this amendment will rise and the Junior and Senior Wardens 
will count, and be careful and make no error. 


(Affirmative votes rose.) 

THE GRAND COMMANDER: I declare this amend- 
ment approved. 

EM. CARL R. MITCHELL: (Read ARTICLE XII, Sec- 
tion 3) 

AMEND ARTICLE XII, Section 8 of the Constitution of 
Grand Commandery which is as follows—“The Grand Com- 
mander each year shall appoint one Member for a term which 
shall be five years unless he be sooner removed by the Grand 
Commander. The Grand Commander may remove any mem- 
ber of the Committee at any time from office. In case of a 
vacancy in the Committee for any cause the Grand Com- 
mander shall forthwith appoint a successor to serve for the 
balance of the term of such member.” by striking out said 
Section and substituting the following: 


ARTICLE XII, Section 3 of the Constitution of Grand 
Commandery. Starting with the Templar year immediately 
following the adoption of this section one member of the 
Educational Foundation Committee shall be elected for 5 
years, one member for 4 years, one member for 3 years, one 
member for 2 years, and one member for 1 year; thereafter 
one member of the Grand Commandery shall annually be 
elected for a term of five years. In case of a vacancy in the 
Committee the Grand Commander shall forthwith appoint a 
successor to serve for the balance of the term of such member. 


R.E. SIR ROBERT GARDINER WILSON,JR.: Now, 
R.E. Grand Commander, Under the existing setup ARTICLE 
XII, Section 3 the Grand Commander each year appoints a 
member of the Educational Fund Committee which again, I 
state, tomy mind, is one of the greatest philanthropies in this 
country today even though it has become more or less in- 
active. If ever there were need for an Educational Fund it 
is now even in competition with the Government, for at least 
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we have the right to say where the money shall be loaned and 
used. 


It occurred to me, and correct me if there is opposition 
against it, that the members of this Committee should be 
elected rather than appointed one each year, and for that 
reason I offered effective of course September 1967, an 
amendment to the effect that one member of that Committee 
should be elected for five years, one for four years, one for 
three years, one for two years, and one for one year, and one 
each year thereafter. The whole purpose of the amendment 
being that this very important Committee should as a matter 
of fact, I think, be elected by the members of the Grand Com- 
mandery and not appointed. Of course, on that Committee 
now with a vote is the R.E. Grand Commander and the 
Deputy Grand Commander and the Grand Treasurer, but 
these five I urge should be elected effective September of next 
year and not appointed. 


I move the adoption of the proposed amendment to Arti- 
cle XII, Section 3. (Motion seconded) 


THE GRAND COMMANDER: Any further discussion? 
You have heard the recommendation which basically is that 
we change from appointing our Educational Foundation 
Committee to electing them, said change to become effective 
during our next Templar year. Those Sir Knights who are 
in favor of adopting this amendment will so signify by ris- 
ing. It is a vote and I go declare it, 


EM. SIR CARL R. MITCHELL—Read ARTICLE VIIL 
Section 5 ; 


AMEND ARTICLE VIII, Section 5 of the Constitution 
of the Grand Commandery as amended at the 144th Annual 
Conclave held in Boston on October 15, 1947 by adding the 
following paragraph—“The Grand Treasurer by virtue of 
his office shall be a voting member and Treasurer of the 
Board of Trustees of the Grand Fund of the Grand Com- 
mandery ; he shall also by virtue of his office be a voting mem- 
ber of the Educational Foundation Committee of the Grand 
Commandery.” so that Article VIII, Section 5 of the Grand 
Commandery shall now read as follows: It is the duty of the 
Grand Treasurer to report to the Grand Commander, or pre- 
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siding officer, as often as may be requested. He shall keep an 
accurate account of all monies by him received and paid and 
at the Annual Conclave shall render an account thereof and 
of all funds in his possession duly audited by the Finance 
Committee. He shall pay from such funds or monies, charg- 
ing such disbursements to the proper appropriations thereof, 
only on warrants on the Grand Treasurer signed by the 
Grand Commander and attested by the Grand Recorder. No 
warrant shall be issued unless the Grand Commandery shall 
have made by vote an appropriation to cover it, save that in 
cases of emergency or necessity, warrants approved in writ- 
ing by the Grand Commander, the Deputy Grand Com- 
mander, and a majority of the members of the Finance Com- 
mittee, may issue on the General Fund to an amount not 
exceeding in the aggregate in any one year ten percentum 
(10%) of the total of that fiscal year’s budget. 


During the interim period between the close of this Grand 
Commandery’s fiscal year and its Annual Conclave, the Trea- 
surer may draw against the General Fund for such necessary 
charges as salaries, rent, telephone, Annual Conclave, and 
office incidentals, and he will, immediately thereafter the 
adoption of the new budget at the Annual Conclave, charge 
such expenditures as have been made during this interim 
period to their proper classification in the new budget. Any 
other emergency expenditure necessary during the interim 
period may be made upon approval, in writing, of the Grand 
Commander, Deputy Grand Commander and a majority of 
the Finance Committee. 

The Grand Treasurer by virtue of his office, shall be a 
voting member and Treasurer of the Board of Trustees of 
the Grand Fund of the Grand Commandery; he shall also, 
by virtue of his office be a voting member of the Educational 
Foundation Committee of the Grand Commandery. 


R.E. SIR ROBERT GARDINER WILSON, JR.: I move 
the adoption of the proposed Amendment to ARTICLE 
VIII, Section 5 (Motion seconded) 

THE GRAND COMMANDER: Those Sir Knights who 
are in favor of adopting this Amendment will so signify by 
rising. It is a vote and I so declare it. 
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R.E, SIR ROBERT GARDINER WILSON, JR.: Now, 
R.E. Grand Commander, unless I put a curse on it the last on 
the list is not mine, somebody else put it in. 


EM. SIR CARL R. MITCHELL—Read Amendment to 
ARTICLE IV, See. 1 


AMEND ARTICLE IV, Section 1 of the Constitution of 
the Grand Commandery by striking out the word “October” 
in the second line of said section and substituting the word 
“September” said section will then read as follows: 


ARTICLE IV, Section 1—The Grand Commandery shall 
hold a stated Conclave in September of each year at such 
time and place within our Grand J urisdiction as the Grand 


Commander shall appoint for the election of officers and the 
transaction of the annual business. 


Special Conclaves may be called by the Grand Commander 
and shall be called by him upon the written request of a 
majority of the Commanderies. 


No business shall be transacted at a Special Conclave 
except that specified in the notice of summons. 


THE GRAND COMMANDER: The last amendment 
holds for changing the date of our Annual Conclave from 
October to September. I will tell you why, now that I am 
about to depart, that I think this is important. Our V.E. Dep- 
uty Grand Commander as of September 1, each year begins a 
lame duck session in which he has no authority to act until 
such time as this Annual Conclave, which means that he has 
a wasted month and a half. With the rapid pace of affairs 
as they go today with all that a Grand Commander has to do 
a month and a half is more than ten per cent of his year and 
I as an individual felt that I could have served Templary, I 
could have served the Sir Knights of this jurisdiction better 
had I received an additional month. 


Upon investigation I found that the Temple was available 
for the third Tuesday in September and could be continued 
from next year on. As a Massachusetts Corporation it is 
necessary that we have a change of our annua] meeting to 
the third Tuesday in September. This change would involve 
no additional work by the Grand Commandery office or by 
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anyone connected with giving out reports for the Annual 
Conclave. I think I have covered that. 

E. SIR CARL R. MITCHELL: Do you move the adop- 
tion? 

THE GRAND COMMANDER: I move the adoption of 
this amendment. (Motion seconded) 

Sir Knights, you have heard the recommendation. All 
those in favor will kindly express their approval by standing. 


I want to make absolutely sure that there is no question here. 
I am going to ask the Junior and Senior Wardens to count 


those standing. 
(Count made of affirmative standing votes.) 


E. SIR JACK R. BAKER: R.E. Grand Commander, we 
find 133 votes for the amendment. 


THE GRAND COMMANDER: The amendment is 
thereby approved. 

E. SIR THOMAS C. BROWN: R.E. Grand Commander, 
we have gone over these amendments one by one. To make 
everything absolutely correct I move that these amendments 
be approved “in toto”. 

THE GRAND COMMANDER: You have heard the 
recommendation, Sir Knights. Are there any further com- 
ments on that? (Motion seconded) We have a second. Any 
further comment? Those in favor will once again kindly rise. 
We are adopting the amendments in toto. 


(The affirmative votes stood.) 


THE GRAND COMMANDER: It is a vote and I so de- 
clare it. 

R.E. SIR ROBERT GARDINER WILSON, JR.: RE. 
Grand Commander, since I don’t seem to be able to get into 
much trouble may I make the following motion. I would 
move that it be recorded as the sense of this Grand Com- 
mandery Conclave in view of his valuable services to Tem- 
plary during the past year, especially as the North Atlantic 
Department Commander and recognizing the courtesy of his 
being with us today, that it be the sense of this Conclave of

the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
to urge its representatives to the Triennial at Detroit to 
support the candidacy of Rt. E. Sir John B. Cottrell, Jr. for 
the office of Captain General, and I so move. 


THE GRAND COMMANDER: You have heard the mo- 
tion, (Motion seconded) that this Grand Commandery of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island give their full support to 
Sir Knight John B. Cottrell, Jr., R.E. Department Com- 
mander, for his election to the office of R.E. Grand Captain 
General at the next Triennial. All those in favor will signify 
their approval by the sword arm. Those opposed by the 
bridle arm. 


Sir Knight John, I call upon you at this time to say a word 
to the Sir Knights. 


R.E. SIR JOHN B. COTTRELL, JR.: R.E. Grand Com- 
mander: 


I shall not try to bring to you any of the salient points of 
your Grand Encampment because you heard your Grand 
Master give you each of those points this morning and I 
think he left the message with you that you will each long 
remember. But let me say to you that two years ago, this is 
the third Conclave that I have come to your Conclave as the 
Department Commander, the first time I had ever been in 
the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 
You accepted me with open arms and I appreciate this very 
much. I shall not be back to this Grand Commandery in the 
guise of a Department Commander. Whether or not it is in 
the guise of a Grand Officer or whether or not I am back in 
the guise of a Past Grand Commander and friend of this 
jurisdiction, I promise you I shall return and I thank you 
very much for all of your hospitality. 

GRAND COMMANDER: At this time I would like to 
have the Captain of the Guard present to me Sir Knight 
Albert E.C. Carpenter, our Grand Warder, 

E. Sir Al, this morning if you took note of my message 
of appreciation, your name was not mentioned. This was in- 
tentional. Because of your years in Templary you are going 
to have a sincere tribute for your many years as an individual 
and not with a group. We have traveled a good many years 
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together and this, I know, is one of the very great moments 
of your life when I can pin on your breast your Grand 
Warder’s jewel and if any man has ever earned a meritorious 
jewel of any type it is you. 


Ever since I have known you, your one living thought 
has been for Templary, how to improve it. It doesn’t make 
any difference whether in our own Commandery or Spring- 
field or Cranston, no matter where, your one thought is 
Templary. 


I was indeed fortunate above all others to have your 
guidance, your advice, your friendship and your love and, 
Carpy, mere words cannot tell you how much I appreciate it. 


E. SIR ALBERT E.C. CARPENTER: Thanks, Burt. 
We have had ten years of a wonderful time. I know you have 
and I have and we have enjoyed each other’s company. Thank 
you. 

THE GRAND COMMANDER: Sir Knight, Captain of 
the Guard, will you present to the East R.E. Sir Kenneth 
Earle. 


R.E. Ken, I welcome you. I guess I have performed my 
last official duty for this Grand Commandery and I am now 
turning the command over to you that you may from the 
very beginning conduct the Election of the Officers for the 
ensuing year.
